06 February 2007, applicants filed a submission including a declaration.

Counsel requests the issuance of a corrected filing receipt showing a "Filing Date" of 
"February 6, 2007," and indicates that "verification for the requested correction is indicated on 
the Assignment and PTO Filing Receipt filed February 6, 2007." This is interpreted as a 
reference to the copy of a return postcard receipt which accompanies the instant request. Review 
of the postcard receipt reveals that it itemizes, inter alia, the "Submission of Executed 
Declaration (in duplicate) with a copy of the executed Declaration and Power of Attorney, and a 
check in the amount of $130.00." The postcard receipt is stamped as received by the USPTO on 
"FEB 06 2007." MPEP 503 explains in part that "A postcard receipt which itemizes and 
properly identifies the items which are being filed serves as prima facie evidence of receipt in 
the USPTO of all the items listed thereon on the date stamped thereon by the USPTO." 
Following that practice, the executed declaration and surcharge under 37 CFR 1.492(h) are 
regarded as filed on 06 February 2007. Therefore, the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (2) 
and (4) were completed on 06 February 2007. Accordingly, the Filing Receipt and a Notice of 
Acceptance mailed on 05 March 2007 are hereby VACATED .
